An oulstanding instance of this is in connec- 
tion with tbe work at Melvffle.

old Hudson Bay Co.'s Post and large numbers 
of trappers secure their out6ts here before start- 
ing out on their hunting and trapping expedi- 
tious. For some years the eyes of many people 
have been turned to the great Peace ttivcr 
Country in Northern Alberta and wonderful re- 
ports have heen published of great possibilities. 
Previous to the War there was an extraordinary 
How of settlers to this North country and num- 
bers of them have become well established and 
are full of the country's praises. On the recom- 
mendation of the Divisional Commander, who 
had already "spied out the land," it was decided 
to open up the work. The War has to some 
extent affected the development of Peace River, 
hut the concensus of opinion is that the town 
cannot hut eome into its Own m the near future. 
There have heen three Corps opened in the 
City of Winnipeg - since Commissioner Sovt'ton 
assumed command of the Territory." Winnipeg 
7, S and S>. The first mentioned is more generally 
known as Etmwood. 1*his Corps, which has 
not made any remarkahle strides owing perhapSj 
to local conditions, has a fine Hall. At present, 
as is the case with, No. 9, it is a Training Garri- 
son Corps. The progress and development of 
Winnipeg 8 Corps has fully justified its opening, 
which took place in November, 1915. The meet- 
ings were first held in a store on Ellice Ave., 
hut a splendid Hall and Quarters were erected 
about a year later at the corner of Home and 
Ellice Avenues. The location is in a thickly 
populated section in the West end of the city 
and provides an excellent opportunity for ag- 
gressive work. The Hall is of brick with the 
latest modern improvements. It has a fine base- 
ment with every convenience for the Young 
People's work. The Quarters are adjacent and 
present a neat appearance. 

GOOD WORK IN PROGRESS 

A good work is in progress and souls arc be- 
ing saved. This Corps raised the largest amount 
Over the previous year's Self-Dcnia] Effort in 
the Manitoba Division. It has a fine Songster 
brigade and most energetic staff of Local Offi- 
cers. A more enthusiastic band of Soldiers, of 
-whom there arc forty- scvcrij could not be found 
anywhere in the Territory. 

Humboldt and Indian Head of the Saskatche- 
wan Division both continue to give a good ac- 
count of themselves. The former is a compact 
little town on the Canadian Northern Railway. 
At the time The Army Flag was unfurled there 
it was quite flourishing, but to some extent it 
lias been rather hard hit, although there arc 
signs of improvement, and God is using the Offi- 
cers and their faithful following 10 be a blessing 
to the community. 

Indian Head u the Headquarters of the Gov- 
ernment Experimental Farm and the surround- 
ing eountry is ideal for farming. Since the open- 
ing, which took place a little over a year ago, 
steady progress has been made. A correspon- 
dent writes as follows: "During the past winter 
services .have heen conducted at different times 
in country school houses and m that way num- 
bers have been reached and helped who other- 
wise would not have an opportunity to attend a 
religious service. We "are believing that the 
future of The 9alvation Army in Indian Head 
h deitioed to be a bright one, and that God will 
conlipue to bless the work here," It is en- 
couraging to note that one young man who wa3 
convened a few weeks after the Corps opened, 
and who is now lighting his Country's baltlis in 
France, gives a glowing testimony in his letterB 
to the Power of God to keep from sin under all 
Circumstances. 

OPBHED THIS SPBIWG 
It is a little premature, perhaps, to say much 
about the Corps that were opened this spring. 
We feel, however, it is due to the Officers con- 
cerned and to the honour and gloryot Ood to 
make some mention of what has bun done. 
There is Virden and West Port in the Manitoba 
Division. Over twenty so utS have been con- 
rerted at the former.

Theatre is being used. It is somewhat large bq|J 
the attendance at the meetings is on the increase, 
which is a most encouraging sign. The Chief 
becrctary conducted a week-end there a short -. 
time ago and expressed the opinion that there r 
was every evidence that what had been aecom- . 
phshed was of a permanent character. The con- 
verts, a number of whom are men, are taking a 
bold stand for God and The Army. West Port, 
which is at present being worked as an outpost 
o£ Fort William, is a settlement composed al- 
most entirely of Scandinavians. There are good . 
prospects here and the hopes of those respon- 
sible run high, for the eventual establishment t>E 
a flourishing Corps. 

THE PBEMIER PLACE 
Then there is Sltaunavon, Assinihoia, and Her- 
bert, all of which are in the Saskatchewan Div- 
iston. In fact the Division has the premier 
I'lace so far as the opening of New Corps b 
concerned. The first shot was fired at Shaun- 
avOn on April 28th. The following statistics, 
which are for the month of May, give one an 
idea of the efforts put forth by the Officers. 
Number of inside meetings 25, number of Open- 
airs 30, total attendance inside -565. Free-will 
offerings §203.95. Number of souls at the Mercy- 
Scat 29. The Mall, a rented building, is specially 
adapted for Salvation Army meetings. It has 
been thoroughly renovated and the interior has 
the appearance of a new building. The towns- 
people are very friendly and show their appre- * 
elation of the work in a practical manner. 

At Herbert, the meetings are held in the Town 
Hall, We learn that the average attendance at 
the. Thursday night service is 100, and for the 
two meetings on Sunday 300. Seventeen adults 
and 35 young people have professed conversion. 
The Army opened at Herbert as a result of # a 
petition that it should do so. A good foundation 
work is being put in hy the Officers at Asstni- 
hoin. but no details are to hand as Lo what has 
been accomplished, 

A few weeks ago Dritisli Columbia placed two 
new openings to its credit. Trail and Anyox. 
At the former town there tire huge smelter 
works* and at the latter lumbering is the principal 
industry. We have no doubt that the Officers 
responsible for planting the Blood and Fire FJag 
in these towns will by the blessing of God give 
a good account of themselves, and their efforts 
will redound to His honour and glory. The 
Divisional Commander for Alberta informs us 
that he fins several places in view for opening; 
the great difficulty is to secure suitable buildings. 

STOOD FIRM AND WON 

The good accomplished, and the amount of 
effort put forth cannot be jitdgod from what ia 
visible on the surface at these small Corps. It 
can of a truth never be told. Here is just One 
instance. A young girl not cut of her tCCnl - 
commenced to attend the meetings at one of 
these new openings. Eventually she was soundly ■• 
converted and took her stand publicly for God 
and The Army. Her father opposed the stand 
she took and went ao far as to horsewhip hen 
but the young convert stood firm! and became 
a Corps Cadet. Some time after, the father 
was taken seriously ill and sent for the Captain 
of ihe Carps, who eat up with the sick man for 
three nights. Before he passed away the Cap* : 
tain was able to pokit him to the Lamb of God 
whieh tatfeth away the sins of the world. The 
man expressed the wish that his daughter re- 
main a Salvationist and eventually become en 
Officer, which is the Corps Cadet's intention. 

After her father's death her mother bitterly 
opposed her and for months she had a hard and 
difficult pith to tread, but she proved the Grace 
of Gnd sufficient and by rrfuch prayer and con' 
sistcnt living she won her mother, who now 
attends the meetmga 0.uite frequently, and haa 
no other desire but for her daughter to follow 
Christ in tbe Salvation Army and In The Army 
way.

But while there is not the grim 
toll being taken of her sons, while 
the soil is not watered with the 
blood of gallant Netherlander^ 
there are not wanting signs that the 
country is threatened by tbe fierce 
monster which U making so much 
of Europe a* howling wilderness; 
for tbe Dutch army is mobilized in 
defence of tbe frontiers and to pro- 
tect the country's interests. And 
Holland b£s been invaded 1 

A Peaceful Invasion 
Thousands of Belgian soldier?, 
cut off from their main army by the 
invader of their little land, had to 
se*V> safety by crossmg J irtto Hol- 
land. It was a peaceful invasion, 
but a costly one for their hosts. 
These military men had all to be 
interned and large camps were hur- 
riedly prepared for their reception 
in various parts of the country. 
Then came the women and children 
and other refugees. All were home- 
less, foodless, and destitute, though 
not without friends, for they found 
warm hearts in plenty in gallant 
little Holland, and the refugees were 
sheltered and provided for in every 
possible way by a friendly Govern- 
ment and an eagerly - generous 
people. 

They told dreadful stories of aw- 
ful sights and sounds; they spoke 
of creel prison camps, of determined 
escape, of danger- fraught journeys 
by ntghr. of long waits in hiding by 
day; of bogs to be waded through, 
of clogging sand-lands, of ice-bound 
ways, and o£ snon/y plains which 
showed the tell-tale tracks. Then, 
*rfcen at last liberty was in sight, 
the dodging past the last line of 
Boards. How pitiful the statement, 
"So-and-so failed to pass the 'grens- 
waeht*" because th,e rirle-crack was 
too qaick for himf! But many got 
through, and: so it is' that Tbe Sal- 



the people, more even than their 
physical distress, which called so 
strongly to Envoy and Mrs. Jur- 
ritsma. of Utrecht, and they set out 
to tell of Jesus, the Hope of Alt. 
By this means the "hearts of hun- 
dreds of these Belgians were opened 
tu the tvurk of The Salvation Army, 
for the operations thus inaugurated 
spread so effectively that regular 
meetings are now conducted by dif- 
ferent Officers in the various camps, 
and the result will not fully be seen 
for many years to come. Already 
it is most happy, but in thsa'future 
days, when these people return to 
their restored Homeland, and are 
reunited with their families, the way 
will have been opened for a greater 
work by The Salvation Army than 
Belgium ever afforded formerly. 

Who but those thus circum- 
stanced, or those -who labour 
amongst these exiled people, can 
picture their sad state? Ten thou- 
sand Belgian soldiers are here in- 
terned behind barbed wire fences 
and guarded by hundreds of armed 
Dutch soldiers; separated from wife, 
children, and home. And yet how 
wonderful that, in this depressing 
condition of things, there should 
come to them the great Emancipa- 
tion Story, and with the conse- 
quence that for many of them this 
state of toss is being turned into 
one of eternal gain.' Hallelujah] At 
tile camp at Eliiabelhsdorp men, 
women, and young people are find- 
ing the joya of Christ fl Salvation. 

Fifty Witnesses 
A recently -held meeting in this 
latter camp was attended by men 
and women, two-thirds of whom 
bore testimony 10 having claimed 
forgiveness. At a military encamp- 
ment a few miles away there are 
fifty; stalwarts who witness to the 
new-found Christ. Tbey delight to 
take part in our meetiogs, and the 
ring of simple sincerity which la 
heard in every accent makes their 
expressions a Joy to every listener.

Travelling conditions in India &rft,t 
more than interesting.

Of that "kaehcha" road, after the - 
unusual rains of the year, no at- 
tempt at description could be ade- 
?uale. Holding on for dear life 
though there seemed to be practi- 
cally nothing to hold on to) h thrown . 
up in the air, head bumped, splash- 
ing through water— and running be- 
hind the cart for long distances 
when the road became nothing but , 
a ditch; with the string that did 
duty for harness often breaking, and 
a wheel always on the point ofcom* 
ing off. Suffice it to say that our 
comrade arrived safe and sound. 
with no bones broken (if nerves 
shaken), and that she returned only 
just in time to catch her train, 

The brightest spot on the trip In 
question, however, was the privilege 
of spending a little time with soma 
Military Leaguer comrades at Jub- 
bulpore, and ot holding two meet* 
Ings with them. Five of the men 
were on the point of leaving for 
Mesopotamia. How delighted they - 
were to be again in a Salvation Army 
meeting, the first since they had left 
home, to most of them. Their testi- 
monies did the heart good, as tbey: 
told how they had realized the keep- 
ing power of God. In a sacred mo- 
ment they knelt around The Army 
Flag and pledged themselves to be 
true to God until death.

duCcd, in some cases, to tbe role of 
a cheap substitute for other metals. 
Hypodermic needles, for instance, 
were formerly made of platinum or 
platinum-indium, two metals now 
practically unobtainable. Tbe in- 
creased war demand for these 
needles led to many experiments 
with, other metals and alloys in the 
hope of finding a good substitute. 
A manufacturing concern, making 
a specialty of tempering precious 
metals, has recently perfected a hy- 
podermic needle of specially tem- 
pered 14-carat gold, which offers 
many advantages. Tbe metal has 
almost tbe hardness and. rigidity of 
steel, is not attacked by steara r boil' 
ifl£ water or chemical solutions used 
for sterilizing, and the needles are 
much cheaper.

USE FOR HORSE CHESTNUTS 

OF all nuts the horse chestnut 
seems to be the most useless on 
account of its bitter taste. Small 
boys have found them very conven- 
ient to play with, but nobody has 
thought they were of any use at all 
as a food. The difficulty of obtain- 
ing supplies of feed for livestock 
has compelled dealers to look 
around for every possible source oi 
food, and it is likely that the humble 
horse chestnut may soon have some 
commercial vstuc. An expert In- 
vestigator says: 

"Horse chestnuts are rich In 
itarehy matter and have a dietetic 
value; but they contain a principle 
analogous to saponin, which imparts 
a bitter taste and so causes them to 
be refused by some animals. The* 
elimination of the bitter principle 
can be effected by boiling, with re- 
jection of the water, also by pro- 
longed soaking in running water. 
Cattle may be giveri as much as 
three kilogrammes of the raw nabs 
at a meal, but for fattening pur- 
poses it is advisable to eook then 
and mix them with the other food- 
stuffs. • Chestnuts are most suitable 
for sheep, who take them readily 
raw or coarsely ground* for cither 
sheep or goats, up to one Icllo- 
graintee may be given. The pig 
will only' take' a small quantity..
